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Club Women Seek 
Community 
Servants. 


BY LUCY CALHOUN. 

North shore women of thé clubs of 
Evanston and Wilmette put ‘their 
heads together yesterday to discuss the 
servant question and the possjbilities 
of forming a stock company to provide 
hot dinners for hungry households in 
which there are no cooks. 

Something simply has to be done, 
they declare. The home is tottering. 
Many Evanston households are maid- 
less, and in Wilmette, according to 
Mrs. John Clark Baker, vice president 
of the Wilmette Woman's club, there 
are 2,200 hemes where cooks are want- 
ed and only 200 available. 

Hence the idea of the stock com. 
pany, the promoters of which are Mrs, 
Rufus C. Dawes, Mrs. J. A. Odell, and 
Mrs. Homer C. Kingsley of Evanston. 
They explained things yesterday to 
two dozen or more leading women of 
the suburbs, who met at the Evanston 
Woman's club. 

Seek “Part Time” Help. 

“One of the things which we have 
in mind here in Evanston,” Mrs. Odell 
said, “is to establish a central registry 
bureau for domestic help—part time 
work. We find that many women do 
not wish to have servants jin their 
homes al] the time—have no need for 
them except for two or three hours 
a day. We propose to use the registra- 
tion cards which we secured during 
the registration conducted by the 
yoman’s committee of the Council of 
National Defense, find out from them 
the women who have been in domestic 
service, or who as housekeepers would 
not object to working for other women 
during part of the day, and getting 
them to register at the bureau. With 
these women and some of the students 
‘from the university who are working 
their way we believe the supply will be 
greatly increased.” 


The Stock Company Kitchen. 
The idea for the stock company 
kitchen grew out of the desperate sit- 
uation in which many Evanston house- 
holds were placed during the influenza 
epidemic when housekeepers were 


ing their families except through com- 
munity codperation. 

The shares in the community kitchen 
are to be $100, but it isn’t necessary to 
buy a share of stock to get your dinner 
delivered at your door from the Evans- 
ton kitchen, the women say. 
just have to furnish your own insulated 
food utensils so that the dinner may 
be served hot and pay a moderate price 
per portion for each dinner. 
“There’s one thing that worries me, 
said Mrs. W. J. Phelan of Evanston. 
“When you have dinner cooked at 
home you can usually get enough to 
eat, but the portions served everywhere 
now are so small that the men don’t get 
enough. Are we going to have large 
portions or small when we order our 
dinner from the kitchen?” 

“Yes, that’s the question,” broke in 
another woman. “ My husband didn’t 
take to this idea when I talked it over, 
He was afraid the portions would not 
be large enough.” file 
 Well,"~Mrs. Odell. replied, “ we'll 
have to serve larger portions for the 
men than the women.” 

Two Chops Per Man. 
A woman who seemed to be lHionized 
by the others as a scientific house- 
keeper said she considered one chop 
enough for any man over 50. “The 
young men can have two chops. They 
need it,” she stated. So the model din- 
ner was planned, counting on two 
chops for the man. 
This dinner, not counting the bread, 
butter, cream, dessert, and time needed 


according to estimate, for $1.25 for 
four people. It would include only 
chops, peas, and potatoes. It was 
estimated that a cook to prepare such 
a meal would charge 50 cents an hour. 
Cooks are getting $15 a week in Wil- 
mette, Mrs. Baker said. 

The stock company, when properly 
organized, could supply twenty fam- 
ilies in one neighborhood with the 
main part of a dinner for a much 
more reasonable charge, the: women 
believe. The containers in which the’ 
meals would be delivered are well in- 
sulated and the dishes are put into 
them so hot that it requires tongs 
to close them.

enforce harsh peace terms if a show 
of resistance were made. Although 
warnings were repeatedly given that 
unless these conditions were checked 
the whole world might again be thrown 
into a ferment, the peace cofferees 
failed to harmonize their differences. 

The adjustment reached concerning 
the reparations to be demanded of 
Germany illustrates the character of 
the compromise made necessary by the 
race to conclude peace before the world 
goes on a socialistic debauch. 


Asked Full Payment. 


France and Great Britain demanded 
full payment for the expenses of the 
war, with estimates of that cost, rang- 
ing from $120,000,000,000 to $200,000.- 
000,000. The American position was 
that the reparation should be confined 
to the actual damages Mmflicted by 
Germany, and the amount of these de- 
mands should be measured by Ger- 
many's ability to pay. The compro- 
mise provides that the amount to be 
paid by Germany shall not be named 
in the treaty, but that an interallied 
commission shall fix each year. for 
twenty-five years the amount Germany 
is able to pay. 

It was admitted today in the best in- 
formed quarters that in the effort to 
make peace quickly even the disputed 
‘oundaries would be fixed only tenta- 
tively in the peace treaty, leaving the 
permanent adjustment to be made later 
by mutual agreement or by arbitration 
or some other method. This is likely 
to leave the boundary questions in a 
delicate and dangerous situation. 

The dispute between Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia over Fiume and the Dalmatian 
coast also may be left unadjusted.

CUTS FOOD FROM 
CITIES 


Work for the Soviet 
‘State.

April 4——One hundred million Russian 
peasants are entering on the strangest 
and most deliberate but unconscious 
strikes that has ever been known. 
They are striking against the city 
leaders and city workme:. and the 
philosophy of the soviet government. 
Thee are striking at the very life of 
cities by refusing to grow one ounce 
more food than they themselves will 


consume. 

They want the land for their own. 
They do not want to work for some 
intangible thing called “ the state,” but 
for themselves. hey want their own 
style of freedom, onomically and po- 
litically. And they are going on a 
“grow no food” strike to win it. 


Battle of Two Ideas. 


Even greater and deepe- than the 
class struggle in the cities is this fight 


' 


between the peasant millions and the 
city workmen. On one hand is a deep 
love for the soil and the instinct to 
own it, and on the other is the cold, 
mathematical philosophy of communal 
@enership of everything. It is a fight 
ef fundamental ideas, with 85 per cent 
of Russia’s millions lined up against 
the 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 city workmen 
—@and this strange “ant!i-food” strike 
of the peasants is the opening artil- 
lery preparation of the battle. 

Today the peasant for the most part 
is irreconcilably opposed to the soviet 
land program. He was promised land, 
peace, and freedom, and he finds that 
at this moment he has none. The land 
that the peasant laborer killed the land- 
lord to gain, he now discovers, belongs 
to the state. He cannot divide the 
property up, but must work on it for 
the state just as he worked previously 
for the landlord. The small peasant 
land owner finds that his dream of get- 
ting land from the great estates is 
just a dream, 

Promises Come to Nothing. 


He was supposed to have freedom, 
but he finds that unless he is a party 
man and an acknowledged and accept- 
ed communist, he cannot have any 
place in the local, county, or district 
soviet governing body. He finds, in. 
stead of the promised peace, that the 
war still is going on, and often against 
him. 
He finds his little hoard of extra 
grain taken by force, and he feels no 
bond of sympathetic understanding be- 
tween himself and the city workmen’s 
dictatorship. He will let the city starve 
and he will not plant or harvest the 
grain when it is to be taken from him 
by force. 


How the Movement Grew. 

- To understand Russia’s great land 
problem, it will be necessary to trace 
a little of its history. 

Up to 1861 the land was held in 
great estates, owned by rich landlords, 
while the moujicks, who tilled the 
soil, were slaves. In ‘61 they were 
freed and a certain part of the great 
estates were turned into communal 
tracts that were bought and owned by 
all the peasants, who lived in villages 
on the land. 

Here in Russia farm life is entirely 
different from that in America. The 
peasant landowners live in villages, 
with tiny farms on the outskirts. 


Get Half of Estates. ; 

This decree of '61 gave the peasants 
about half the great estates, which 
they paid for in small yearly payments 
up to the revolution of 1905, when the 
payments stopped. Up to this time 
each village owned the farms, but after 
the 1905 revolution the peasants were 
permitted to take tracts they had been 
farming as their own.

They were quartered in filthy 
hovels, were half fed, and half paid, 
and worked terrible hours. They were 
kept in the deepest ignorance, they 
were abused in every way, and were 
virtual slaves. They had-no say what- 
soever in the government or in their 
own lives. They were nothing but 
cattle who dumbly did what they were 
told. 

Every effort to help them was 
checked by the Czar’s government and 
court, who felt they could only last 
so long as the peasants were kept 
down. 


Promises Are Not Kept. 


Then came the great revolution of 
March, 1917. Land and freedom, these 
the peasants were told, they would 
receive. They did receive freedom and 
were permitted to vote to send men to 
the county and district zemstvo or 
governing body. 

The landlord of the great estate was 
deprived of a voice in the government, 
but, unless he had been an extremely 
cruel one, he continued managing the 
estate. The peasant laborer received 
a little more wages and a little better 
working conditions, but the great ques- 
tion of land and economic freedom was 
unsolved. 
Then came the bolshevik revolution 
of November, 1917, with its cry of 
bread and peace for city and land ‘and 
peace for the country. , 

“Now,” said the small peasant land- 
owner living in the villages. nestled 
alongside the great private estates, 
“now we will get the land we need.” 
“Now,” said the millions of farm la- 
borers living on the big estates, “we 
will split up the land among ourselves 
and get our precious soil.” | 


Demands of Small Owners. 


So the farm hands went forth with 
the rifles they had taken when they 
deserted from the army and killed the 
landlords. Then they started forming 
their village committees to distribute 
the estates. But at the same time the 
small peasant landowners nearby de- 
manded that the estate8 should be

If one of these laborers showed party 
possibilities they sent him to the city 
propaganda school, shot him through 
a course of communist lectures, and 
then shipped him back to the village 
community to lecture and practice com- 
munist ideas and become a party man, 
but they are only a few. 


Given No Real Voice. 


The small peasant landowner is more 
discontented and dissatisfied than the 
He finds that he no 
longer even owns his only piece of 
ground. He has no real voice in the 
community or district affairs unless he 
becomes a communist party man. He 
has his stores of grain taken away. 
He is dev®loping a dull, heavy hatred 
of these city dictators and he is dream- 
ing of revenge.

In all probability the peasant will 
not rise-up in armed revolt. His hori- 
zon is too narrow and his conscious- 
ness of power too uncertain for that, 
but almost without knowing it, he is 
going on a passive revolt against the 
city men and ideas.

There 
is apparently no change, however, in 
the avowed intention to take the Amer- 
ican troops out of the region at the 
earliest possible date. 


Armored Trains Ready. 


Gen. Tasker H. Bliss and other Amer- 
ican representatives here, while admit- 
ting the gravity of the situation, are 
inclined to believe that the troops at 
distant outposts can retreat, if neces- 
sary, before an advance by the bolshe- 
viki, as armored trains are available 
for all the Americans in the region 
south of Archangel and Murmansk. 

Relief of Archangel from the sea 
probably will not be possible before the 
end of May, because of the ice, but the 
forces in the ejty are well equipped 
with artillery and ammunition.’ 


Can Relieve Murmansk. 
- There is no direct communication 


tween Murmansk and Archangel. Mur- 
mansk, however, can be relieved imme- 
diately from the sea. 

The feeling in American Circles here 
is that the British statement possibly 
overemphasizes the gravity of the situ- 
ation, because of the desire to send 
large reinforcements and, perhaps, be- 
cause there may be an announcement 
soon of the allied policy toward the 
bolsheviki.

He Accuses Wilson. 


The senator accused the president of 
neglecting American interests and 
American questions crying for settle- 
ment, while hovering with a third of 
his cabinet “around European -capi- 
tals, basking in the'sunlight of foreign 
adulation,” pursuing millennial visions 
and wasting five months since the 
armistice in endeavoring to adjust the 
domestic affairs of Europe and Asia. 

Senator Johnson said he had been 
greatly impressed by THE TRIBUNE’s 
editorials on nationalism versus inter- 
nationalism, and hoped other public 
men would join him in support of Tur 
TripUNg’s stand for intense American- 
ism. 

Incidentally the senator commented 
bitterly upon the continued sacrifice of 
American lives in northern Russia. 


Thinks Facts Suppressed. 

“On behalf of the kin of the soldiers 
involved let me express our gratitude 
to-the British for acquainting us with 
the extreme peril of our troops in 
northern Russia,” he said in reference 
to the dispatch from London reporting 
the need of immediate reinforcements. 
“Our own government apparently is 
ignorant of the situation or is suppress- 
ing the facts, to which the parents of 
the Michigan, Wisconsin, and Illinois 
boys on the Archangel front are en- 
titled.” 

Secretary of War Baker said he had 
heard nothing of the perilous situation 
of the allied troops. 

“Tt is time for Americans to awak- 
en,” said Senator Johnson. “Five 
months have passed since the armis- 
tice—since we did the job for which 
America entered the war. During all 
this thme we've been afflicted with a 
mental farsightedness which enabled | 
us to see the ills and the possibilities 
of Finland and Poland, of Courland 
and Livonia, of Esthonia and Lithu- 
ania, of Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo- 
Slavia, of Armenia and Syria, and even 
of the Hedjaz of Arabia; but which has

“Five months now after the end of 
the war we have a million and a half of 
men in France and Germany; American 
boys in Siberia under Japanese com- 
mand; American boys in northern Rus.- 
sia under English command, and what 
this means can be told by the fathers 
and mothers of Detroit — the letters.

The physician stated that his autopsy 
had revealed powder burns in the roof 
of the mouth and the wad of the car- 
tridge in the wound. These circum- 
Stances, he said, precluded conte by ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Black, Chicago manager for Bur- 
ton Bros. & Co., manufacturers, of 233 
West Jackson boulevard, could not be 
Both he and Eugene 
Macaibay, his butler, who had joined 
him in the expressed belief that Mrs. 
Black was the victim of a mishap, had 
left Chicago for Fort Madison, Ia., 
where the body will be interred. 


Friends Offer Explanation. 


Ffiends of the dead woman in the 
residential suburb, where in a cer- 
tain set she held leadership, had many 
explanations to offer. 

“‘ She suffered, no doubt, from a Lom- 
broso brainstorm,” said Francis Payne 
Mason, chemist and criminologist, who 
with his wife was close in Mrs. Blatk’s 
confidence. 

Pressed for an explanation, ne said 


that she might have been a hypo-| 


chondriac. 

“There was no physical indication 
of it,” he continued, “ but who can ex-

And she had a supreme contempt of 
Mrs. Grundy.” 

Mrs. Mason said Mrs. Black had 
made preparations to rent her house 
for the summer and to reside at an 
eastern seacoast resort. She also had 
ordered new gowns. 

In the light of this fact, Mrs. Mason 
declared, she was certain Mrs. Black 


could not have premeditated her death 


for any considerable length of time. 


Considers Three Theories. 

Coroner Hoffman began his investi- 
gation Thursday with three theories in 
mind—murder, suicide, and accident. 
In disposing of all save the second Dr. 
Hatton said: 

‘There are three items that are sig- 
nificant: First, the absence of powder 
marks upon the face; second, the line 
of the wound across the lips, making 
it necessary to pry the mouth wide 
open to allow the probe to enter in a 
straight line, and third, the finding of 
the gun wad, which proves conclusive- 
ly that the muzzle of the gun was 
placed against the roof of the mouth 
when it was discharged.” * 

The inquest will be resumed in Ev- 
anston next Thursday, when Mr. Black, 
his butler, and Padre Tuled, a cousin 
of the servant, who was in the house 
when Mrs. Black was found ‘wounded 
in the cellar, wil be recalled to the 
stand. 

Mr. Black was accompanied to Iowa 
by his daughter and son-.n- law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis Livingston of New 
York, who arrived here earlier in the 
day. No services were held in Winr- 
netka. Interment will be rs or to- 


morrow.

PEACE, PEACE, WHEN THERE IS 
NO PEACE. 


Reports from Paris may have the permanence 
and substance of dewdrops in July, but they come 
and they have significance. The latest is that the 
big four are considering eliminating considerations 
of reparation and territory from the treaty—sub- 
jects reserved for further consideration—and of 
making peace with the principal decisions not 
reached. 

The war was begun for territory and was con- 
tinued for territory and reparation. A peace which 
does not determine what shall be the new map of 
Europe and what shall be the reparation made 
would avoid the whole cause of the fighting. 

The allies have not invited Germany in to hear 
the bad news because they do not know how bad 
it safely may be made. Their determination to 
make it as bad as sufferable is not only apparent 
but just. Mr. Wilson may not have been fighting 
the. German people, but the German people were 
fighting the war and they should pay for it up to 
the point where their ability to pay for it does 
not turn into a desire to fight again rather than 
pay for it. 

Henry Wales, ,.THE TRIBUNE correspondent, is 
told by a responsible American authority that there 
is a thought in Paris that ‘the German people, 
having had a peace made for them in the name of 
present constituted powers, may find the yoke so 
galling that they will prefer to see whether the 
allies can collect. 

We know what our own debts are, without hav- 
_ing indemnities to pay. We look at our income tax 
bills and excise taxes and look forward to pros- 

pects which cannot be pleasing for the next ten 

years. A foreign tax collector, superimposed upon 
the domestic tax collector, would drive us mad. 

Nations do repudiate obligations. They do repu- 
diate peace terms. They do say that they prefer 
war to peace. They have done it before. They 
may do it again. Germany might have another 
revolution, set up another government, repudiate 
everything its present government accepts, and ask 
western Europe and the United States what was to. 
be done about it. e 

If the league of nations is to be a tax collector 
it will need a large force. If it is to back a wagon 
up to the German house and take out the furni- 
ture for nonpayment of debts it will need a squad 
of police to protect the driver and the curEare 
movers. 

This is merely a thought in connection with the 
Jeague of nations which the United States is join- 
ing with songs over the death of war. 

Russia tells the league of nations to jump into 
any body of water large enough to encompass and 
eubmerge it completely. Russia, proletarian Russia, 
wants none of it. East of the Rhine are great 
populations of the earth, the greatest populations 
of the earth, which not only do not care anything 
about the league of nations but which do not know 
anything about it. 

Western Europe is the fringe of Europe. It is 
Western Europe, 
Atlantic Europe, is trying to get a settlement with 
Germany which will not completely unsettle Ger- 
many—and does not know how. 

France has the wise idea that if she gets land, 
the Saar valley, the bank of the Rhine, etc.— if she 
sets these possessions—she has them. They may 
have to be fought for again, but you do not have 
to fight to collect but merely to hold. It is easier 
to fight to keep than to fight to get. 

/If France takes lands instead of money, other 
‘ost provinces are created in Europe—again we 
shall have an equivalent of the desire of the French 
for Alsace, of the desire of the ‘Italians for the 
Trentino. 

A lasting peace will be imposed by powers strong 
enough to make the peace last. The league of na- 
tions is merely the entente armed as it was not 
armed before the war plus the United States, 
which had better be better armed than it was 
before it entered the war. 

We expect to sit on the neck of everything east 
of the Rhine. We'd better be strong enough to 
eit there. 


BUILDING AND PROSPERITY. 
With $51,000,000 worth of buildings sketched on 
the drawing boards of the architects, Chicago does 
not lack the inoentive for action. It is one thing 
to want buildings; another to get them. 
it is not only required that architects make 
plans and contractors get their equipment ready. 
There must be a healthy condition industrially. And 
one of the chiefest components of industrial health 
is confidence. Chicago business men are recom- 
mended to the espousal of confidence. It is the 
missing ingredient. 3 

We have plenty of money én Chicago; plenty of 
men ambitious to get at the construction of build- 
ings. But there is not plenty of confidence. Per- 
haps those who would build hesitate to begin out 
of fear that building materials will drop in price 
when ponte the reconstruction gets well under way. 
Perhaps the first man to make contracts would 
discover himself overeager, and thus deprived of 
the ensuing lower prices. 

The whole program is held up because of a gen- 
eral hesitancy in making the beginning. We be. 
lieve that if a dozen big contracts could be let they 
would be followed by a ewift campaign of construc. 
tion. Investors on one hand look askance at the 
material dealers on the other. The genera! business 
public stands on the side lines waiting for the 
game to begin. Once started, the whole community 
will take heart.

TYPHOID AND THE DRAINAGE 
CANAL. 


In the late '808 and early '90s it was not uncom- 
Mon for Chicago to have a death rate of more 
than 100 for each 100,006 population from typhoid 
fever. In 1891 the rate was 173.8, and until 1900 it 
rarely fell below 30. 

After 1900 the rate steadily declined until, as the 


American Medical association shows in its compila- | 


tion, Chicago now has the lowest death rate from | 
typhoid of any city in the country. The figure for 
1918 was 1.4. 

This great change was brought about chiefly by 
the opening of the drainage canal in 1900. Other 
factors, such as the pasteurization of milk, the 
chlorination of the water supply, and stricter super- 


it is mainly to our drainage system that the people 
of Chicago owe their freedom from this scourge. 
The diversion of sewage from Lake Michigan to the 
drainage canal has saved thousands of lives; with- 
out this system the efforts of the health department 
to control the disease would largely be nullified. In 
1909, for example, after the system had been per- 
fected by the installation of the north and south 
side intercepting sewers, the death rate went down 
to 12.6, the lowest rate Chicago had ever known up 
to that time. 
Despite the imperative necessity of the drainage 
system to keep down the death rate in Chicago, the 
government has constantly placed obstacles in the 
way of its successful operation. The principal com- 
plaint has been that we are lowering the level of 
Lake Michigan, but the fallacy of such an objection 
is exposed by the government's own reports. The 
latest lake survey made by government engineers 
shows that the level of Lake Michigan during 
March of this year was .86 of a foot above the aver- 
age stage for March during the last ten years.

before the drainage cana! was built. 

Chicago's case is complete, and it is time the gov- 
ernment displayed a more sympathetic attitude. 


A very large proportion of the American people 
watched the administration's treatment of Gen. 
Leonard Wood with bewilderment followed by in- 
dignation and disgust. We do not think that pre-| 
senting Gen. Wood with the Distinguished Service 
Medal will modify the verdict which the public has 
quietly found upon that serry incident of the war. 
Richly as Gen. Wood deserves the high honor, we 
can remark upon this award, we believe, for most 
of us who have appreciated his long and distin- 
guished service to the nation, “Thank you for 
nothing.” 

No eleventh hour recognition can whitewash the 
fact that petty resentment and personal jealousy 
conspired to cheat the American army and the 
cause of the nation of 2 considerable part of the 
benefit of Gen. Wood’s exceptional gifts. It is true 
that like a good soldier he put personal considera- 
tion by and did valuable service up to the limit of 
the opportunities permitted hifi. But that is to 
the credit of Leonard Wood and not of the president 
and secretary of war. The facts are that upon our 
entry unprepared into the war, when every man of 
outstanding ability should have been at once util- 
ized to the utmost, Mr. Wilson and Mr. Baker were 
willing to put Gen. Wood in a place of secondary 
importance, although they knew, if they knew any- 
thing, that he ranked among the first, if not indeed 
first, of our military men in varied experience and 
proved ability. 

Personal considerations overruled considerations 
of the public need, and Gen. Wood was first moved 
to the south, later out west, later deprived of the 
command he had brought to a high state of effi- 
ciency just as it was about to sail for France, and 
at one time was threatened with virtual retirement 
by appointment to the department of the Pacific. 

When public indignation was roused by this 
shoddy and unpatriotic course of action, it was 
partly allayed by inspired hints that Gen. Wood 


But these were of a piece with the pusillanimity of 
the administration policy toward Gen. Wood, and 
the chapter is now closed ironically with the award 
of the Distinguished Service Medal. 

The medal brings him nothing. He brings dis- 
tinction to the D. S. M. which has been given to 
so many chair warmers as to risk the name Desk 
Service Medal. 


ABOLITION OF CONSCRIPTION.

The suggestion from Lloyd George that all of the 
nations should abandon conscription is surely for 
home consumption. It is unbelievable that England 
should take the position that she should be permitted 
to maintain contro] of the seas while all of the other 
nations disarm on land.~- 

The abolishment of conscription or universal service 
by any nation leaves it in a defenseless condition as 
far as its land forces are concerned. A large navy 
can be maintained by a maritime nation like Great 
Britain without universal service, but the strength of 
an army rests on universal obligation to train and 
serve. With its immense navy, England cou!d drop 
its fleet into any port, and by sending marines ashore 
force a most powerful nation to terms. There would 
be no question as to who would control a league of 
nations if conscription were abolished and England 
permitted to maintains its present naval strength. 

The people of this country, as a whole, have no 
quarrel with England because it insists upon main- 
taining the largest navy in the world. A navy is réc- 
ognized as a necessity for the British empire, but it is 
just as essential that countries like the United States 
should maintain an adequate land force. This can 
be done only through untyersal military training and 

service, and when Lloyd George proposes the abolish- 
ment of such a policy he strikes at the vitals of the 
defense of this nation.

To make matters ‘worse the report 
states “‘we would venture the opinion, 
however, that.epidemic diseases of dis- 
abling character were responsible for 
the excess of these sickness rates over 
the findings in our other surveys.” 
About 1 per cent of all the sickness 
found was typhoid fever. This sounds 
strange when the army has just proven 


typhoid fever to be unnecessary. When 


Chicago has proven that a large city can 
be practically free from typhoid over a 
term of years, I wonder what the re- 
turning soldiers will do to a government 
which allows typhoid to flourish. 

The rate of disability from whooping 
cough in West Virginia was reported to 
be fourteen times as high as that re- 
ported from Pennsylvania. Either the 
survey was made during a whooping 
cough year in West Virginia or else the 
people with whooping cough in that state 
have very little regard for the rights of 
their neighbors. 

The measles rate was reported to be 
three times that of Pennsylvania. Again 
either the surveyors struck the state in 
an unfair year or else the West Virginia 
people are poor neighbors to each other.

Is A CITIZEN. 

Chicago, March 27.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—I am 20 years of age, born 
in Europe. My father will receive his 
final papers within a few days. Will 
this make me/a citizen, notwithstanding 
that I have passed the age of 187 If 
this will not make me a full citizen, can 
I take out my first papers now, or will 
I have to wait until I reach the age of 
21? A. 

Section 2172 R. 8S. U. S. provides that “‘ the 
children of persons who have been duly 
naturalized under any law of the United 
States, if under the age of 21 years at 
the time of the naturalization of their 
parents, shall, if dwelling in the United 
States, be considered as citizens thertof.”’ 

It is believed that under this statute the 
writer will be a citizen at the time of his 
father’s naturalization, provided his father 
receives his certificate of naturalization be 
fore the writer attains the age of 21 years.

‘my prisoners of war,’ all of which need 
assistance, as can be seen from two cases 
which I give just as an illustration of 
the want they are in: 

‘Daniel Doolaeghe, ex-prisoner, was 
married two months before the war; all 
he had was stolen by the Huns. His rel- 
atives lived in Ypres, but they had to 
flee to France and are now in Limoges, 


unable to help him, as they, too, lost 
everything. 
“Chs. Lemahien of Eessen, near 


Diksmude, single, was interned in Hol- 
land and now lives in Lichtervelde, Flan- 
ders. Owing to his weakness he is un- 
able to work. He became ill while in- 
terned, for the interned soldiers in Hol- 
land suffered a great deal of hunger and 
privations during the last year of the 
war. 

‘“T have now returned from my exile 
in England, only to find that all I had 
was destroyed, so whereas before the 
war I would have been able to help, I 
am now myself compelled to beg for my 
fellow citizens, for all of us here are so 
poor now and I know your appeal to 
Americans will be heard.” 

Will. you kindly publish this, Mr. Ed- 
itor, so his appeal may be heard? Mr. 
De Sutter was a wholesale merchant in 
dry goods before the war and his com- 
plete stock of goods was stolen by the 
Huns, so he has to start all over again. 
He is one of the leading citizens of his 
community and any money or parcels 
from American donors sent to his ad- 
dress will be promptly and conscien- 
tiously distributed to his “ ex-prisoners 
of war,” who will gladly and personally 
acknowledge any gifts they receive 
through him.

Citizens Tell Legislators 
City Sanctions Plan 
, of Engineers.

Joliet, April 4.—[{Special.]—The 
Iilinois legislature and the city of Joliet 
have reached an agreement that dis- 
poses of the objection that has pre- 
vented the building of the deep water- 
way channel through the heart of 
Joliet.

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“Yashka,” Life Story 


an Intense Human Tale

HE first thought that comes to 
the reader of “ YASHKA,” the 


self-told story ofe Maria Botch- 

kareva, the commander of the 
Russian Woman's Battalion of Death, 
is the contrast between the amateur 
militancy of the property smashing 
suffragists and the actual belligerency 
of this woman soldier and of the other 
women patriots who followed her 
through months of campaigning, many 
of them mieeting with death and at 
least thirty of them suffering perma- 
nent disablement. 

Maria Botchkareva is a peasant and 
her education in letterg is limited. Her 
book is therefore a retelling by Isaac 
Don Levine, author of “The Ryssian 
Revolution,” of Yashka's story as she 
told it to him—Yashka being the name 
by which Botchkareva’s comrades 
called her. It is a terrific tale—a story 
of poverty, ignorance, and sorrow. 
Yashka suffered an early marriage to 
a brutal and drunken man and later 
contracted an alliance with a man of 
more charm, whom she followed into 


years of her life. 

The discouragements of perpetual 
punishment reduced this man to a con- 
dition of hysteria which eventually 
made life with him impossible, and 
Yashka dedicated her life to her coun- 
try. A dedication of this sort is for- 
midable at any time, but in no country 
is it so formidable as in Russia. At 
least so one feels convinced upon read- 
ing this history of a woman who at 
every hand met with dissolute, vacillat- 
jing, and ungrateful men and who saw 
the heroic example that she and her 
women soldiers set fail to arouse to ac- 
tion the unperceiving soldiers of her 
country, who witnessed the rise of the 
national madness of bolshevism.

It always 
sticks to the grater, and if I let it 
stand it hardens and the oil comes out. 
My fondu and souffié are always 
lumpy.” 

An inverted basket of the 
small type, one without a reinforced 
bottom, is an excellent utensil with 
which to prepare cheese by rubbing 
it through for melting (fondu). If it is 
somewhat dry, the cheese will look 
just as when grated, if it is drawn 
across the eighth of an inch mesh. (A 
strainer of the same mesh will do as 
well.) With the fingers every bit may 
be pushed through, the basket given a} 
sharp tap, and your cheese is in a 
shape which will not lump and hardly 
a crumb will have been wasted. Some 
is always wasted on a grater. 

_Cheese thus prepared can be melted 
on toast under the broiler, but in mak- 
“ing a rarebit we help matters along by 
heating up a tablespoon of milk or 
cream and about the same amount of 
butter, adding to this the seasonings 
of salt, etc., and then the prepared

When an umpire is hit by a batted 
ball, all fans know the batsman is 
entitled to first base and is credited 
iwith a base hit. The ball is not in the 
‘play, when it hits the* umpire, and 
no bases can be run, unless forced. 

Now for another angle to what might 


In such cases no attention is paid to 
either happening. After the fielder has 
made a play on the ball it is in play, 
regardless of whether it hits the um- 
pire or base runner, and runner or 
runners can advance at their peril. 

Every one who has ever seen a ball 
game, has seen a batsman strike out, 
with a runner on first and less than 
two out. We will presume the third 
strike was a bad pitch, and, got away 
from the catcher. No doubt you have 
often seen the runner start wildly for 
first base, get half way down the line, 
stop suddenly, and with head down, 
wearing a sheepish look, start for the 
bench. The reason is that the third 
strike automatically retired the bats- 
man whether caught or not, since first 
base was occupied and less than two. 
were out. 

This rule was formulated to do away 
with the catcher purposely dropping 
the third strike, with a runner on first, 
and less than two down, and attempt- 
ing a double play.
